ension Bridge 


Breaks in Half in Heavy Wind 


TACOMA, Wash., Nov. 7 (AP).— 
The Tacoma narrows bridge broke 
in half today. 

Parts of the huge span went cas- 
cading 190 feet into Puget Sound. 
No one was on the $6,400,000 sus- 
pension structure when it fell. 
Still on the’ structure, however, 
were an automobile and a logging 
truck. 

The huge suspension bridge, with 
the third longest span in the world, 
began to crack up shortly after it 
started to sway sideways in a 
heavy wind. 

A 50-foot section of the roadway 
fell first. 

Then, with its cables twisting 
wildly, it began to disintegrate. 
Last person on the structure was 
Leonard Coatsworth, a Tacoma 
News-Tribune reporter, who aban- 
doned his car and crawled 500 yards 
on his hands and knees to shore 
while the bridge bed tipped to as 


much as a 45-degree angle. 


The bridge was nicknamed “Gal- 
loping Gertie” shortly after it 
opened last July because of a 
strange weaving motion it devel- 
oped. The weaving always was 
accentuated by wind. A _ strong 
wind was blowing through the Nar- 
rows today. 


The bridge’s center span was 2800 
feet long, supported by two steel 
towers 425 feet. high. 

The bridge was built under ex- 
traordinary conditions created by 
an eight-mile-an-hour tide. Its 
piers were sunk to a depth of 247 
feet. 


The span crossed an arm of 
Puget Sound near here and was 
built to shorten the distance be- 
tween the mainland and the Olym- 
pic peninsula, 

Officials said the bridge was in- 
sured against all risks and that 
the State and bondholders would 
not lose.

Wallace With Roosevelt. 

Henry A. Wallace, Vice-Presi- 
dent-elect and Mrs. Wallace rode 
with the President and Mrs. Roose- 
velt in an open car through 
throngs that lined the way to the 
White House. 

Captain E. A. Sweeney of the 
District fire department estimated 
that 50,000 to 60,000 persons were 
gathered on the station plaza 
alone. 

Near the spot where the presi- 
dent’s car stopped for—hig._tbsie 
address, the Army band unde 
Capt. Thomas F. Darcy, first struck 
up “Happy Days Are Here Again.” 
Roosevelt’s 1932 campaign song, 
and upon conclusion of his remarks 
the band swung into what Capt. 
Darcy called the new Roosevelt 
favorite—“God Bless America.” 
The Navy band held forth on a 
lower level of the Union Station 
as the president left his special 
train, and the Marine band was on 
hand at the White House to wel- 
come him back. 

Smiling and waving his hat, 
Roosevelt rode slowly down Penn- 
Sylvania avenue between massed 
crowds that cheered and yelled. 
Segments of the throng broke off 
as his car passed and@many ran 
along the way trying for -@ e¢on- 
tinuing view of the man whose 
three-time victories have assured 
his place in history. 

With “Hail to the Chief,” other 
tunes, and, time after time, “God 
Bless America,” the bands which 
sprinkled the line of way added to 
the roars of the crowd. 

Salute By White House Staff. 
At the White House, the White 
House police force lined up, each 
man at attention. The staff of the 
executive mansion added its wel- 
come. 

After Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt 
went indoors, the gates of the 
White House grounds were opened 
for the first time in months and the 
people flowed through them. “We 
want Roosevelt,” they chanted and 
roared. 

Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt came out 
on the front portico and waved in 
response. Cries for a speech were 
unavailing. 

To add to the color of the pa- 
rade to the White House, flags 
whipped in the crisp autumn air 
and bunting decked buildings, 
school children lined the curbs. 
Police expected the biggest day 
since the visit of Britain’s King 
and Queen.

a review marking the twenty-third 
anniversary of the Bolshevist revo- 
lution. : 

Marshal Timoshenko took ad- 
vantage of the anniversary to show 
publicly for the first time how 
Soviet Russie has built up its 
armed forces under his contro! at 
a time when other large European 
nations have been at war. 

The Moscow Soviet at a meeting 
last night issued a statement de- 
claring Russia’s policy to be con- 
tinued neutrality and armed vigi- 
lance. 

“Situation Full ,of Surprises.” 

“True to her policy of peace and 
neutrality,” the statement _§ said. 
“The U. 8. S. R. will not participate 
in war. We must remember the 
international situation is full of 
surprises. Therefore, as Stalin has 
said, we must keep the entire na- 
tion in a state of military prepar- 
edness.” 

President Michael Kalinin in an 
address at the meeting warned 
that “the present international sit- 
uation does not allow us to remain 
impartial onlookers ... .” 

“This situation,” he said, “im- 
poses responsible duties on every 
Soviet citizen. . . . Our first and 
uppermost duty is further to con- 
solidate the economic and defen- 
sive might of the Socialist father- 
land.” : 

The 45-year-old Timoshenko, who 
succeeded Marshal Kiementi Voro- 
shilov six months ago rs Defense 
Commissar, called attention in an 
order of the day to the need for 
preparedness in “the face of the 
danger of military attack so that 
no ‘accident’ and no tricks of our 
foreign enemies could catch us un- 
awares.” 

Stronger Navy Demanded. 
_ The order also urged further con- 
solidation of Russia’s economic and 
defensive might and demanded a 
etronger Red army and navy. 

“The second imperialist war for 
world supremacy,” the order said, 
“is growing in scope and extending 
to new territories and involving 
new peoples.”

BOMBERS BLAST 
GREEK DEFENSES 


ROME, Nov. 7 (AP).—Beyond 
the flooded Kalamas River, crossed 
by a feat of engineering, the Ital- 
ian armies in Northwestern Greece 
were reported tonight to be attack- 
ing the defenders of Epirus with 
mounting force. 

More and more planes bombed 
the Greek defenses to try to clear 
the way to Ioannina (Janina), from 
10 to 20 miles from the stream. 

Some 100 miles farther north, 
Italian officials said, Greek troops 
entrenched in the approaches to 
Florina were harassed by bombs 
and machine gun bullets. These 
defenses, the high command said, 
lie mainly along the southern shores 
of Lake Presba, where the Greek 
frontier meets Albania and Yugo- 
slavia. 

It had been eight days since 
Italian troops had reached the 
canyon-like bed of the Kalamas. 
Military dispatches said engineers 
and other troops had to surmount 
great difficulties to lay the route 
for the new advance. Wooden sleds 
were built to move pontoons over 
the mountains for floating bridges. 

Heavy rains had turned the 
river into a torrent, 200 feet wide 
in places with the water rushing 
between steep walls. At one point 
a bridge had to be built across a 
rugged gorge 900 feet deep. 

While this was going on, the en 
gineers transformed mule paths 
into roads over which the Italian 
tanks and motor lorries, loaded 
with troops, now are passing. 

The Kalamas River roughly par- 
allels the Albanian border from five 
to 15 miles inside Greece in the Epi- 
rus region. 

Italian planes yesterday bombed 
and machine-gunned Greek defense 
works along the highway from Kali- 
baki to Ioannina (Janina), in the 
Florina zone and near Lake Pres- 
ba, as well as other military objec- 
tives, the high command said. 

“Our air formations also bombed 
port works at Volos and Patras, 
the airport and station at Larissa, 
military objectives at Missolonghi, 
Zakintos and Methone, and thé Flo- 
rina railroad station, where consid- 
erable fires were started,” said a 
communique.

A cluster of fire bombs which fell 
with a stick of high explosive 
bombs started a fire that sent 
flames leaping so high they sil- 
houetted the majestic dome of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral. 

Several French soldiers and sail- 
ors were among the casualties 
when a club was hit in one London 
district, while in another district 
nine houses on one street were 
wrecked and 11 others damaged 
badly. 

People sleeping in a shelter es- 
caped when a block of office build- 
ings above them was fired by in- 
cendiary bombs. The rear of the 
block. was reduced to rubble and 
charred beams. 

Eight persons were rescued from 
the wreckage of houses along sev- 
eral streets in another region of 
the capital, where a stick of bombs 
fell. Rescue workers continued to 
search the debris. 

A bar was hit in one district, kill- 
ing two and injuring many other 
customers. 

Tenement Wreckage. 

Several families were trapped 
when a bomb exploded among three 
tenement houses. The houses were 
wrecked and it was believed five 
persons—a mother, two sons, a 
daughter and a 15-year-old girl— 
were killed. Three other persons 
were believed to be buried in a 
basement. 

One raiding. plane dived to 600 
feet to machine-gun persons wait 
ing for a train, but a Spitfire came 
right behind and chased the enemy 
skyward. 

At Southampton rescue squads 
searched for dead and wounded 
persons today in the ruins of build- 
ings which crashed under a hail of 
bombs in a determined Nazi attack 
late yesterday. 

As the British defenders rose to 
the attack, the German formations 
swooped low and loosed their bombs 
almost directly above crowds of 
thousands who stood in the streets 
to watch the dogfights overhead.

Treasury Reported Looking 
Into Haste With Which 
Nazis Are Said to Be Liq- 
uidating Assets.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—With a 
storm brewing in the Far East, 
the European situation obscure and 
a German attempt to pull German 
money out of this country as fast 
as possible, Washington bureau- 
crats, as distinct from polkticians, 
got back to work yesterday. 


Now that continuity in foreign 
policy is sure, Treasury officials 
are believed to be looking into the 
extreme haste with which the Ger- 
mans, it is alleged, are liquidating 
their investments and withdrawing 
their funds. German leaders had 
foreseen the Roosevelt victory. 
Therefore, their financial finger 
was, so to speak, on the trigger. 

Although it is impossible to ob- 
tain any confirmation, Treasury ex- 
perts are also believed to be study- 
ing ways for freezing the assets of 
all aggressor countries—something 
which would, more than any em- 
bargo, paralyze their commerce 
with this country and obviate any 
necessity for more embargoes. 


Far East Situation. 


So far as the Far East fs con- 
cerned, it is clear that by their 
clandestine preparations of an over- 
seas expeditionary force, the Jap- 
anese have asked for anything they 
may get. One almost certain conse- 
quence of their forward drive, be- 
hind which observers here think 
they detect a well-known German 
thoroughness, is that the United 
States will accept from the British 
the offer of the use of whatever 
British-owned Pacific islands we 
choose as naval and air bases. By 
such an extension of bases, this 
country could come to possess a 
vast semicircle of support points 
around Japan. 

Naval water and air units, which 
moved down to intercept and watch 
the German armored merchantman 
Helgoland, have not, apparently, 
met the German ship, which had 
been outfitting for the last few 
months in Colombia. If the Helgo- 
land is co-operating with the Ger- 
man pocket battleship which ds also 
believed to be in Caribbean waters, 
then some action to secure posses- 
sion of the French planes on the 
hilltop at Fort-de-France in Marti- 
nique may be made by the United 
States. Otherwise, it is considered 
unlikely. 

Petain Reply Unsatisfactory. 

The reply of France’s chief of 
state, Marshal Henri Philippe Pe- 
tain, to the American note express- 
ing anxiety lest France enter the 
Axis or allow its American posses- 
sions to become involved in the 
war, was anything but satisfactory 
in form, Petain apparently believ- 
ing that the stronger his words, the 
more independent people in Wash- 
ington will believe the Vichy Gov- 
ernment to be. 

State Department officials are

LONDON, Nov. 7 (AP).—British 
warplanes bombed a Berlin sub- 
urb and a railway junction north- 
west of the German capital during 
the night, the Air Ministry re- 
ported tqday. 

Attacks also were made, a com- 
munique said, “on synthetic oil 
plants at Leuna and Hamburg, fac- 
tories near Dusseldorf, the inland 
port of Duisburg and railway yards 
and junctions at Halle, Tretsch, on 
the Elbe, and near Cologne.” 

Other squadrons were said to 
have bombed long-range gun em- 
placements at Cap Gris Nez on the 
French coast. 3 

The Berlin suburb attacked was 
identified as Spandau, where the 
Air Ministry said the raiders had 
attacked industrial plants. The 
Royal Air Force operations were 
described as “extensive.” 

In daylight attacks yesterday, 
British bombers were said to have 
pounded oil refineries at Salzber- 
gen, starting great fires. 

Another daylight attack, the com- 
munique said, was directed against 
the Haansteede airdrome in The 
Netherlands, where a hangar was 
hit and aircraft on the ground were 
machine-gunned, 

Bombs were reported dropped on 
“a concentration of shipping” at 
Cuxhaven, Germany, and on a con- 
voy of ships off Den Helder, Hol- 
land.

BRINDISI NAVAL BASE

CAIRO, Egypt, Nov. 7 (AP).—

““The naval dockyard, destroyer

Abbie Chestnut Charged

An indictment charging Abbie 


Chestnut, a non-union  teamster, 
with the murder of Upton Ham- 


mond, an AFL picket, in the 
pitched battle which took place 
Oct. 23 at the Velda Village Hills 
subdivision in Pine Lawn, was re- 
turned today by the St. Louis Coun- 
ty grand jury. 

Chestnut, who has been held in 
jail at Clayton, was also charged 


in another indictment with assault 


to kill. Three other indictments, 
charging murder and assault, were 
also returned by the jury but were 
suppressed pending arrest of those 
named. 

Lee Schuermann, foreman for the 
Schuermann Building and Real 
Estate Co., by whom Chestnut was 
employed, has been charged with 
assault to kill in a warrant issued 
the day after the battle. 

Hammond, who was 69 years old, 
died of a fractured skull ag the 
result of a blow on the head. At 
the Coroner’s inquest, two  wit- 
nesses identified Chestnut as the 
man who struck Hammond with a 
two-by-four club. Four men were 
shot during the fight and about 30 
others were beaten. 

The fight at the subdivision came 
as the result of a concerted drive 
by the AFL Building Trades Coun- 
cil to organize all non-union con- 
struction jobs in the city and coun- 
ty. The Schuermann company, 
which specializes in building small 
homes, has since signed contracts 
with AFL unions.

liturned to local election authorities 
by 6 o’clock last night, were posted 
today in the offices of the Boards 
of Election Commissioners and 
County Clerks throughout the State. 
Their ballots, which have been 
kept sealed, will be counted in the 
official local canvasses, which start 
tomorrow morning. The number in 
the State is uncertain. Four years 
ago it was 7876. Each local election 
authority will appoint four per- 
sons, two Republicans and two 
Democrats, to supervise the count 
of these ballots. Their effect on 
the result of the election should be 
known by tomorrow night. 

In St. Louis there are only 474 
absentee ballots to be counted. Ap- 
plications had been made for these 
ballots by 520 persons and that 
number was sent out, but 46 of 
these voters either were in the city 
election day and voted in person, 
or for some other reason failed to 
return their ballots. 


Possibility of Contest. 


Although neither Donnell nor 
McDaniel has discussed the ques- 
tion of a contest in case the final 
official tabulation should show the 
election to have been decided by 
as narrow a margin as the unoffi- 
cial tabulation shows, that ques- 
tion is being widely discussed by 
politicians of both parties. 

An election contest over the of- 
fice of Governor or Lieutenant- 
Governor is tried by the Legisla- 
ture, the Senate and House sitting 
in joint assembly. The customary 
procedure is to appoint a commit- 
tee to take testimony, recount the 
ballots in precincts in which there 
is a dispute as to the count, and 
for the Legislature to vote on its 
report, declaring the winner. 

The only seriously pressed con- 
test of election of a Governor or 
Lieutenant-Governor in Missouri 
was in the Legislature of 1909, 
when the election of Jacob Gme- 
lich, Republican, as Lieutenant- 
Governor, was contested by Wil- 
liam R. Painter. It dragged all 
through the session of the Legisla- 
ture, Gmelich serving on the basis 
of the official count, and his right 
to the office finally was confirmed. 
In 1916 there was a contest of 
the election of Gov. Frederick D. 
Gardner, but it progressed no far- 
ther than a re-tabulation of re- 
turns, the legislative committee re- 
porting in favor of seating Gard- 
ner.

Donnell carried 69 of the 114 

counties and McDaniel carried 45 
counties and St. Louis. Most coun- 
ties have only one State Repre- 
sentative. If the counties should 
go for Representative as they went 
for Governor, the Democrats prob- 
ably would still contro] the House, 
since they elected 19 Representa- 
tives in St. Louis and were success- 
ful in most legislative districts in 
Kansas City. The Senate is Demo- 
cratic by a heavy vote. A majority 
on joint ballot is 93. 
The possibility of having a Re- 
publican Governor and a complete- 
ly Democratic set of other State of- 
ficers would be a novelty in Mis- 
souri. It has never happened. 
Usually the State government has 
been in complete control of one 
party or the other. 

From immediately after the Civil 
War until 1905, the Democrats held 
all State offices. In 1904, Joseph 
W. Folk, a Democrat, was elected 
Governor. and all other officials 
elected that year were Republicans. 
A holdover State Superintendent of 
Schools was the only other elective 
Democratic State official. 

In 1908 Herbert S. Hadley, Re- 
publican, was elected Governor, and 
Gmelich Lieutenant Governor, 
while all other officials were Demo- 
crats. In 1912, the Democrats elect- 
ed all officers. In 1916 they elected 
all except the State Auditor, George 
Hackmann, a Republican, being 
elected to that office. 

The Republicans won all admin- 
istrative offices in 1920, 1924 and 
1928, and the Democrats won all in 
1932 and 1936. 


The closeness of the contest for 
Governor this year absorbed pub- 
lic interest, after the early returns 
showed that other Democratic can- 
didates had won by _ substantial 
pluralities.

70 BE MIGHIGAN 
WINNER BY To/1 


Gets 1,028,630 to 1,027,- 
059 For Roosevelt—Of- 


Determine Outcome. 


DETROIT, Nov. 7 (AP).—Com- 
plete,unofficial returns gave Wen- 
dell L. Willkie a margin of 1751 
today in his race with President 
Roosevelt for Michigan’s 19 elec- 
toral votes. Election tabulators be- 
gan a recheck of their figures, and 
it was apparent the outcome would 
not be determined until the official 
canvass. 


The vote, with all of the State’s 
precincts heard from, was: Roose- 
velt 1,027,059, Willkie 1,028,630. 

The see-saw contest for Attorney- 
General of the State also was so 
close that only the offiical canvass 
could determine the winner. The 
vote in 3600 of Michigan’s 3632 
precincts was: Raymond W. Starr 
(Dem.), 952,721; Herbert J. Rush- 
ton (Rep.), 951,765. 

Willkie’s total slowly mounted 
after Wayne County returns had 
put the President in the lead 
Wednesday. 

Belated returns from precincts 
in out-State districts where the Re- 
publican nominee showed his great- 
est early strength upset the advan- 
tage, never too substantial, that 
predominantly Democratic Wayne 
County (Detroit) gave the Presi- 
dent midway in the count. If the 
lead is sustained Willkie will re- 
ceive 19 more electoral votes. 

Politicians meanwhile studied re- 
sults of a record-breaking vote in 
which Gov. Luren D. Dickinson was 
denied a second term, Arthur H. 
Vandenberg was returned to the 
United States Senate for a third 
term and State offices were split 
between Republicans and Demo- 
crats. : 

The vote surpassed the previous 
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record of 1,805,000 In 1936. 

Murray D. Van Wagoner, Demo- 
cratic State Highway Commission- 
er, defeated Gov. Dickinson, $1- 
year-old critic of liquor and “high 
life.” With 147 precincts unreport- 
ed, Van Wagoner led by 1,022,959 
to 894,125. : 

Senator Vandenberg, Republican 
and bitter opponent of the New 
Deal, had a close race with Frank 
Fitzgerald, Detroit attorney. With 
160 precincts uncounted, Vanden- 
berg led by 986,512 to 892,898.

679,583, but in 1940 Willkie not only 
slashed 50 per cent off the numer- 
ical size of the Roosevelt plurality 
but piled up a record-breaking 
mountain of Republican ballots. Al- 
though the count was not yet com- 
plete, he already had surpassed the 
previous Republican high of 21,- 
392,199 which Herbert Hoover 
reached in 1928 in his great “pros- 
perity landslide.” 

Roosevelt's share of the popular 
vote will be about 55 per cent. 
In 1936 he had 62 per cent and in 
1932 he got 59 per cent. 

Republicans apparently gained 
one governorship as late tabula- 
tions showed a shift in party con- 
trol of 10 state administrations, 
with only three of 33 gubernatorial 


races still in doubt. 


| Republicans marked up four vic- 
‘tories in previously Democratic ter- 
iritory—Delaware, Illinois, Montana, 
‘and Nebraska — in , electing 13 
'Governors Tuesday. A Republican 
victory in Missouri was indicated. 
They also won i Maine in Septem- 
ber to bring this year’s total to 15. 


Democrats took four governor- 
ships—Connecticut, Idaho, Michi- 
gan and Rhode Island—away from 
the opposing party in electing 17 
state executives. 

Three Elections Undecided. 


In Washington Arthur B. Lang- 
lie, Republican, had a lead of 3622 
votes over former Senator Clar- 
ence C. Dill, Democrat, but 78 pre- 
cincts were still to be heard from 
and there were an estimated 23,000 
absentee votes to be counted next 
week. Previously, the State had a 
Democratic administration. 


William H. Burke, Democrat, led 
Gov. Payne Ratner, by 1541 votes 
on the basis of complete but unof- 
ficial returns today from all 2734 
Kansas precincts. 

An official canvass, and the 
counting of approximately 14,000 
absentee ballots must be awaited 
to confirm whether Burke, stock- 
man and banker,’ § successfully 
bucked a Republican tide of votes 
which gave Kansas’ electoral votes 
to Willkie for president by a pop- 
ular margin of more than 100,000.

And this new “right,” whose most 
militant elements were also, like 
the more militant elements of the 
“left,” amateurs of politics, were in 
no previous sense conservative. 
They were aggressive, militant, bold 
and addressed themselves not to 
their own class, but to the widest 
possible popular following. For the 
first time in American history, as 
far as I know it, they took the 
aggressive revolutionary technique 
away from the left and used it 
themselves, no longer depending 
upon the quiet, always telling pres- 
sure of great economic power. They 
acted radically. In this campaign 
it was the right who used the rad- 
ical method, and not the left.

UCH a cleavage can ring the 

death knell of a democracy. It 
can so widen the crack in the Lib- 
erty Bell that it springs in two 
and silences its tongue forever. The 
President, therefore, will have to 
govern a country in which a great 
portion of the people have voted 
against him. And he will have to 
govern it in such a manner that 
this cleavage will be healed and a 
synthesis reached between the two 
parts. He will have to be wise and 
good beyond even Lincoln—for Lin- 
coln, in his day, could not keep 
the two parts from an intransigent 
stand that was finally resolved in 
the blood of brothers. 
In this internal cleavage lies the 
greatest danger of external war. 
For, if we are internally divided, 
we will be attacked, or an artificial 
unity, an imposed unity, may be 
sought, either by over-emphasizing 
the external danger as the only 
means of enforcing discipline or 
by undertaking an adventure for 
the purpose of enforcing discipline. 
But the enforcement of unity and 
discipline is not democracy. It is

Y ET there are very hopeful 
things in our situation, if we 
are willing to consider them hon- 
estly, and think clearly and feel 
kindly. 

This cleavage does not occur in 
& moment of vast unemployment, 
poverty and economic depression. 
Now that the campaign is over, we 
can all acknowledge the truth, that, 
whoever is to blame or whoever 
is to be credited for this or for 
that, the country is in excellent 
shape. The solid center is sound 
—economically speaking. The ma)- 
adjustments are on the periphery. 
The conflict amongst us is strange- 
ly dreamlike and unreal. It is psy- 
chological rather than material, ex- 
cept for the unrehabilitated periph- 
ery. But let no one say- that 
psychological disturbances are not 
real. They are as real as bread.

P SYCHOLOGICALLY speaking, 

it seems to me that this con- 
flict that we have gone through 
‘is less a conflict between the rich 
‘and the poor than between two 
itypes of mind. William James 
called one the “tough minded” and 
the other the “tender-minded.” 
Usually they call themselves “real- 
ists” and “idealists.”

There are hopeful signs that the transition from 
furious campaigning to harmonious work Will be 
speedily and smoothly made. The most reassuring 
sign of this was the admirable and moving spirit of 
the “America United” rally at Carnegie Hall last 
night, a spirit which was communicated over the 
entire nation by means of radio. (A detailed account 
of the meeting appears on the first page of this 


| section.) 


Spokesmen of both political parties were on this 
program, Some of them had been intensely partisan, 
some had made extreme statements in, the heat of the 
campaign. But now there was no thought of gloating 
by the victors or of complaint by the vanquished, All 
were good losers and good winners, with only the 
common thought of national unity. 

It was an amazing exhibition of good sportsman: » 
ship. As such, it was thoroughly American, a phase 
of the national character which has often astonished 
European observers. Americans work hard against 
their opponents, whether in sports, in business or in 
politics. Then, after the game or the deal or the 
campaign is over, winners and losers gather for amic- 
able discussions of how it all happened, to extend 
and acknowledge congratulations, to give proof that 
there isn’t a sore spot or a swelled head in the lot. 

A presidential election isn’t a sporting event, to be 
sure, but simply because such infinitely greater | 
matters are at stake, it becomes all the more impor- 
tant to put our best principles of fair play to work. 

So it was done last night, and so it is being done 
all over the country as the losers hasten to pledge 
co-operation, and the winners welcome their aid. 
Are there still some die-hards, continuing to hold 
their petty hatreds, babbling vainly against the 
verdict of the polls? They should be taken in hand 
by their more enlightened brethren and shown the 
error, even the danger, of their stubborn ways. 

The election is past history. It was a warm cam- 
paign, often bitter, but the people have spoken, Now 
it is reassuring to note that it is not victory Gelebra- 
tions that ure being held, but unity rallies. 

The politicians have had their furious day. From 
now on, it is going to be very difficult to move many 
people to rejoice over the Democratic party’s gains 
from the election result, of to mourn over the Re- 
publican party’s misfortunes. 

Politics counts for little or nothing. What counts 
now is the big job of building a solid national de- 
fense, building it strongly and efficiently, and the 
job of maintaning our social gains, even extending 
them, while rearmament goes forward. 

This determination to achieve unity does not mean, 
of course, that there shall be a moratorium on criti- 
cism. Honest criticism is still needed, and per- 
haps more than ever in the coming Crucial period. 
But it must be honest criticism, not political carping, 
delivered merely for partisan advantage. The Roose- 
velt administration has been overwhelmingly ap- 
proved, but its actions nevertheless will be subjected 
to searching public serutiny. 

The people’s concern in ptblic affairs should not 
Subside because the campaign is over; instead, as 
Gov. Landon urged last night, “Let us continue an in- 
telligent interest in our Government, which is our 
greatest organized effort for human welfare.” 

Lincoln said that a house divided against itself 
cannot stand. Now the fissures created by the elec- 
tion are being closed, through the efforts of intelli- 
gent leadership on both sides. May the national 
house emerge from the buffeting election storm 
stronger and mofe solid than ever!

AN INDICTMENT OF OUR ALDERMEN. 

The St. Louis Council on Civic Needs is seeking 
a fund of $5000 to conduct a campaign for 50,000 
signatures to initiative petitions for a vote on the 


proposal to elect Aldermen by wards. ' 


This is an indictment of our Board of Aldermen. 
Its members are our legally constituted lawmakers. 
They are in duty bound to submit this change from 
the present unsatisfactory election-at-large system, 
In not doing #0, they ignore the 2-to-1 majority for 
it when the enabling amendment was adopted by pop- 
ular vote in 1934.

This change is coming. 8t. Louis is not going to 
submit indefinitely to the one-party system in the 
Board of Aldermen. If the present board continues 
to stand in the way of the change, the issue will be 
taken over its head to the people by the initiative. 
It would be good politics for the Aldermen to realise 
this and to have a part in bringing about a long-over- 
due reform.

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DEMOCRACY AT WORK, 

Voters all over the country did a lot of ballot- 
scratching Tuesday, just as they did in Missouri. 

Illinois cast its 29 electoral votes for the President, 
but voted in as Governor Republican Dwight H. 
Green, who had campaigned against the Kelly-Nash 
machine of Chicago. Ohio went for the President 
but re-elected Republican Gov. John W. Bricker. 
Minnesota re-elected Gov. Harold E. Stassen, Re- 
publican keynoter at Philadelphia, but cast its elee- 
toral vote for the President. Massachusetts like- 
wise voted for Mr. Roosevelt, but re-elected Republi- 
can Gov. Leverett Saltonstall. Still other states to 
elect Republican Governors while voting for the 
President were Delaware and New Hampshire. 

This ballot-scratching was not confined to voting 
for Republican candidates for Governor and Mr. 
Roosevelt at the same time. Michigan voted for 
the President but re-elected one of the Senate’s im- 
portant Republican members, Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg. The electoral vote of New Jersey and the gov- 
ernorship, as weil, went to the Democrats but Re- 
publican Senator W. Warren Barbour was re-elected. 
In Minnesota, which gave its electoral vote to the 
President, Senator Henrik Shipstead, running as a 
Republican. was re-elected. 

And it worked the other way around as well. Kan- 
Sas was one of the states which gave its electoral 
vote to Wendell Willkie, but at the same time elect- 
ed a Democratic Governor, on the basis of latest re- 
turns. North Dakota apparently voted for the Re- 
publican presidential candidate but re-elected its 
Democratic Governor. Wisconsin voters put their 
crosses in the Democratic column for President, in 
the Republican column for Governor and the Pro- 
gressive column for Senator Robert M. La Follette. 

No one can look at these results and say that the 
voters marked their ballots blindly with crosses at 
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the top of the party columns. There was scratching 
and a lot of it. The Amefican people exercised the 
right of franchise with obvious freedom of choice. 

It is a most gratifying performance, one which 
proves conclusively that the democratic process is 
working, and working with both power and sensi- 
tivity. 
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MR. DONNELL’S OPPORTUNITY. 

The independence and, discrimination of Missouri 
voters were shown in surprising fashion by tm 
photo-finish in the governorship face, which makes 
Forrest C. Donnell, Republican, the apparent Victor 
over Lawrence McDaniel, Democrat. 

Missouri went Democratic in the presidential con- 
test, the Senate race, most of the State offices and 
a@ majority of seats th the Legislature. A Democratic 
Governor as well would have been the natural and 
expected thing. Yet enough voters deliberately turned 
from the Democratic ticket to give Donnell his pres- 
ent lead of 3817 votes, with only the absentee ballots 
still uncounted. Why was this? 

The major reason undoubtedly was McDaniel’s or- 
ganigation support. Missourians are wary of ma- 
chines. ‘They toppled the Pendergast machine at 
their first opportunity, two years ago. Now, with a 
hew machine, the Dickmann-Hannegan organization, 
bidding for power from the other end of the State, 
they have dealt it a severe jolt by seemingly barring 
it from Missouri’s key office, with its many appoint- 
ments and special favors for the victor’s party. 

Missouri Republicans, to be sure, made a formid- 
able bid for power in the election. Large expendi- 
tures and great energy Went into their campaign. 
A complete victory, from the presidential ticket on 
dowh, might well have turned the State over to a 
Republican machine’s dominance. As it is, how- 
ever, the Republicans can win only the one major of- 
fice. Bossism cannot conceivably thrive on such & 
slender margin of victory. 

In this sharing of power by the two parties is 
the people’s opportunity, There are many reforms 
which Missouri has needed for year#, and about 
which there can be no disagreement on partisan 
grounds. As Governor, Mr. Donnell can put new 
heart in the people, and win support among forward- 
looking legislators of both parties, by urging in his 
first message such measures as Criminal code reform, 
the merit system, marriage health laws, secret ballot 
and a change in the primary date, 

If the final results give Missouri a Republican Gov- 
ernor, along with its Democratic Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor and predominantly Democratic Legislature, then 
co-operation must be the order of the day if the 
State’s business is to go forward. A scramble for 
partisan advantage in the next four years will mean 
only a ruinous deadlock. - The opportunity is at 
hand for a brilliant and constructive period at Jeffer- 
son City, with ample credit for each party, 

Mr. Donnell seemingly will have a chance to demon- 
strate real leadership, and ability to inspire co- 
operation irrespective of party labels. Real signifi- 
cafice can thus be given to the State motto: “Let the 
wélfare of the people be the supreme law.”

DOWNFALL OF THE STRAW POLLS. 

Whatever else the election returns signify, they 
spell twilight for the straw polls. The final sum- 
maries were cagy enough so that today the poll 
sponsors can give the critics an answer, but the fact 
remains that none of the advance estimates came 
even near the actual results. Those widely ballyhooed 
surveys that went overboard for Willkie are the sad- 
dest victims of the avalanche. But even the best re- 
garded of the polis fell far short of registering the 
full sweep of the Roosevelt vote, 

To be sure, this is by no means so crushing an 
upset as the Literary Digest suffered in ’36. Never- 
theless, “scientifie sampling” can no longer com- 
mahd the awe with which it was once surrounded. 
In fact, its sponsors seemingly saw the handwriting 
on the wall; they quietly ceased some weeks ago 
representing their findings as forecasts, and in- 
formed the public that these were merely “surveys.” 
They argue now that they were close to accuracy 
On party percentages, but they failed to determine 
the distribution of those percentages, which is all- 
important in a national election. 

The development is all for the best. It would 
be devastating to democratic morale if the result 
of an election. could be cocksurely announced in 
advance in every detail. The independent voter, 
quietly making up his mind and keeping his deci- 
sion to himself, is still master of the situation. The 
demon dopester, with his columns of figures and his 
complicated calculation of trends, has become merely 
& campaign sideshow, 
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We're still waiting impatiently to hear how Roger 
Babson came out, 
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THREE HANDICAPS IN MISSOURI ELECTIONS. 

Before the echoes of the election have died away, 
it is in order to look forward to certain reforms in 
election mechanics that have long been in order. 

Many citizens must have shared the sense of indig- 
nation expressed in the letter we publish today 
asking whether Missouri can be said to have a 
secret ballot when every ballot is numbered, and the 
number recorded opposite the voter’s name. The 
complaint is valid; Missouri does not have a secret 
ballot while this numbering system prevails. Other 
states have solved the problem of keeping records 
without making every ballot identifiable by political 
Snoopers. Why cannot Missouri do the same? 

The present absentee voting law makes it possible 
for citizens to vote when away from home only if 
they remain in the State, Those outside the State 
must journey home or lose their votes. No conceiv- 
able purpose can be served by such a law; its only 
result is to disfranchise hundreds of absentees at 
each election. Yet it is based on a provision of 
the State Constitution, and an amendment is re- 
quired to change it. Well, what about a move in the 
next Legislature, meeting in January, to get the 
amendment-under way? 

Another bane of Missouri voters is the unfortunate 
primary date, in August. This’ is at the height of 
our summer, when candidates and voters are wilted 
by the heat, and thousands of citizens are absent 
on vacation. The primary is often more important 
than the’ election, for a good choice of candidates is 
vital to sound government. An earlier date or a 
later date would find many mofe voters at home. 
Another job for the next Legislature. 

Secret ballot—a real absentee voting law—a change 
in the primary date. Those are three sorely needed 
reforms in Missouri election methods.

There is scarcely an active poljtician to 
be found on the payroll, The "No Help Want- 
ed” sign is out for ward leaders, precinct 
committeemen, political errand boys and 
other professional party attaches looking 
for soft berths. 

City employes no longer are hired on a 
political basis. Neither are they retained on 
@ political basis. 

Perhaps this doesn’t sound like Cleveland. 
But it is, That's the way the city govern- 
ment is operating today, not quite two years 
after voters ordered almost all their public 
a put under civil service classifica- 

on. 

Here’s what the record shows after 22 
months of operation unde~ the merit sys- 
tem; 

Employment in the laboring groups has 
been stabilized. 

Patronage and its attendant evils have 
almost entirely been eliminated. 

Total payrolls have been reduced. 

Improvements have been made in the pro- 
motional system. 

Home services, collection of rubbish and 
garbage, have increased and become more 
uniform. 

With a@ single exception, the merit system 
is operating to the satisfaction of the Citi- 
zens’ Civil Service Committee, which spon- 
sored the program and fought for its ap- 
proval by the electorate in November, 1938. 

+ ° * 

The only criticism which this group makes 
is in failure of Council and the administra- 
tion to comply with the requirement which 
specifies a standardized salary schedule in 
accordance with prevailing rates of pay and 
provides like pay for like service. ) 

Much official consideration has been given 
to the salary study, but sthedules have not 
been agreed on. 

With this exception, the civil service 
amendment to the City Charter has proved 
eminently successful. Practically every mu- 
nicipal worker is under civil service. There 
are, in fact, Only 143 persons on the pay- 
roll who are not civil service. 

These are the 33 Council members, the 
Mayor, Cabinet officers, their secretaries 
and members of boards and commissions. 

There are 11,825 city employes. Of these, 
11,182 are in the classified service. 

This means they have greater security in 
their jobs. They have pensions, seniority 
and the right of appeal against discharge 
without good cause. 

The street and refuse collection divisions 
reflect, more than any other departments, 
the advantages of a well-functioning civil 
service system. . In 1988, for instance, the 
unskilled laborers in these divisions were 
lucky to get 160 days of employment during 
the year. Last year, they worked 210 days. 
This year, they will reach their maximum of 
240 days, 

Service Department officials say this 
means that this year, for the first time in 
many years, there will be 12 months of 
refuse collections. . 

This employment stabilisation has almost 
straightened out the fluctuations which for- 
merly ranged about 2500 between low and 
high employment figures during any year. 
For the first six months of 1940, as an ex- 
ample, the difference between low and high 
figures was only 154. 

Prior to 1938, the city had from 3400 to

FORD looks into the operation of the 
civil service amendment to the City Charter 
and reports that it has actually achieved 
almost everything its advocates promised. 

The city’s service is almost completely 
Classified and now offers ho opportunities 
in the rank for employment of party offi- 
vials. The employes are free, too, from po- 
litical shakedowns and other forms of pres- 
sure. 

Payrolls have been stabilized, no longer 
being subject to campaign inflation, and 
have been reduced in total numbers. And 
the reduced payrolls produce more and bet- 
ter work. 

The one conspicuous failure is that of 
Council to enact a new ordinance classify- 
ing salaries and standardizing pay for sim- 
llar classes of work. The work has not been 
encouraged by the Burton administration. 

The administration's nervous shortcom- 
ings in this field led the proponents of the 
amendment to hope that Council would 
tackle the job more willingly and effective- 
ly. This always seemed doubtful to us. 

Nevertheless, incréasing pressure should 
be applied to Council by civic groups to 
carry out the mandate of the Charter. This, 
of course, must be done with regard to the 
total funds available for salaries. Standard- 
ization on the level of the most extravagant 
rates paid to the most outstanding exam- 
ples of efficiency og favoritism would be a 
kind of standardisation ruinous to the tax- 
payer. 


7000 patronage jobs each year and an aver- 
age of only 6000 legal classified jobs. At the 
end of 1939, there were 8400 jobs under 
civil service, and today this figure is 11,182. 
If any of the persons holding these jobs be- 
come politically active, they are supposed to 
loge their jobs. 

This ban is largely responsible, said Lau- 
rence Young, Civil Service Commission sec- 
retary, for the increasing popularity of city 
positions. More men and women are taking 
tests for city jobs now than at the depth 
of the depression a few years back, he said. 

Another slap at the politicians comes from 
the stringent restrictions in the promotion- 
al system. It wasn’t so long ago that a fa- 
vored employe could win promotion without 
competition by getting himself assigned to 
perform duties of a next higher ranking for 
two years. Then he was automativally raised 
to this rank. 

There's none of this now. Everybody com- 
petes on an even basis.

CONGRESSMAN AT 33, 
HPLOESER WORKED AT 15 


New 12th District Representa- 
tive Sold Papers, Popcorn 
and Insurance. 


Walter C. Ploeser, newly elected 
Republican Congressman from the 
Twelfth District, is a hard-working 
young insurance executive who has 
been making stump speeches, sell- 
ing insurance and organizing 
things since he was 15 years old. 
He is 33 years old, short—‘5 feet 
6% in my shoes”—and broad-shoul- 
dered, with light blue eyes and 
slick brown hair. The only hobbies 
he finds time for are riding horses 
and reading biographies. Like many 
a good Republican, he is most in- 
terested in books on Lincoln. 

The name has been a familiar 


-lone in South St. Louis ever since 


his grandfather, Chris Ploeser, ar- 
rived here from Germany in 1840 
with 50 cents in his pocket, made 
a comfortable living in the saddle- 
tree business, and built a house at 
Third and Soulard streets which 
still stands. 

Had Many Odd Jobs. 


Orphaned at 7, Walter Ploeser 
lived with relatives and helped sup- 
port himself while in public schools 
by selling newspapers, operating a 
popcorn stand, and working in a 
drug store. He had to quit Cleve- 
land High School in his second 
ryear to go to work, but returned 
when he was 20 and finished the 
last two and a half year’s work in 
one year. Shortly thereafter he 
married Miss Dorothy Mohrig. 

Ploeser was elected State Repre- 
sentative in 1930, attaining the min- 
imum legal age, 24, the day the ses- 
sion convened. He ran unsuccess- 
fully for re-election in 1932 and 
1934, and in 1936 was the Repub- 
lican nominee for State Senator but 
again lost in the final election. 

Meanwhile he had been an or- 
ganizer of DeMolay clubs and 
president of the Missouri DeMolay

He was a member of the late

Ploeser favors local administra- 
tion of relief and is opposed to our 
entry tmto “other people’s wars.” 
“My chief aim as a Congressman,” 
he told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
after his election, “will be to put the 
unemployed back to work. I be- 
lieve it will be easier than we ex- 
pect if we remove punitive taxes 
on business, end Government com- 
petition with private enterprise, and 
rcorrect the Government’s hostile at- 
titude toward business.” 

He lives at 5540 Rosa avenue 
with his wife and their two daugh- 
ters, Ann, 9 years old, and Sally, 3.

Pianist, Now 80, in New York, Says 

He “Couldn’t Stand It Any 
More” in Europe. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (AP). 


Ignace Jan Paderewski, 80 years 
old, has left Europe because “I 
simply could not stand it any more.” 


The white-haired pianist who was 
President of the Poland that came 
into being after the first World 
War arrived yesterday on the 
American Export liner Excambion. 

“All my life I lived as a free 
man,” said Paderewski, on his re- 
turn to this country, where he has 
had 19 triumphal tours. “I was 
used to giving a frank expression 
of my art, to my thoughts and to 
my feelings. I considered it as 
my right and as my duty. Not 
desiring that anybody deprive me 
of my rights, or interfere with my 
duty, I decided to leave Europe.” 

Paderewski is president of the 
Council of the Polish Government 
in Exile. He has lived in Switzer- 
lard in recent years, when not on 
tour.

WAS sincerely but terribly wrong 
| about the election. I have been 

deluged by telephone calls ask- 
ing if I am ready, as I promised, to 
eat my column of several weeks ago 
saying that Dr. Gallup’s poll pre- 
dicting this Roosevelt landslide was 
grossly in error. If it will please 
anybody, I am willing to eat that 
column. It would hardly give me 
indigestion. It is only 600 words. 

But I doubt the obligation. Dr. 
Gallup ate it before I did. He got 
so jittery that he covered himself on 
every side and finally said that the 
election was so close that a breath 
could swing it either way. Some 
breath! 

The best forecaster I know is my 
mother—87 years old. Her constant 
advice to me was Biblical. She 
boasts that she has read the Bible 
from cover to cover 10 times and I 
know it to be true. She said con- 
stantly in this campaign in the lan- 
guage of St. Paul: “It is no use 
to kick. If you can’t beat four bil- 
lion dollars, you can’t beat 12 bil- 
lions.” As the returns prove, she 
was right and I was wrong. O K, 
where do we go from here? 


Must Back Him Now. 


I am disappointed but not down- 
hearted. After all, it was an Amer- 
ican election. It expresses what 
our people think. I believe it was 
wrong. But I am eager to give the 
result all that I have to give. So 
must everybody. The President 
didn’t have a more earnest support- 
er in 1932 and 1936. He didn’t have 
a more earnest opponent in 1940. 
But now we are on the brink of war. 
He is my President and yours. He 
could ask me for nothing that I 
would not give. 


For the result, we couldn’t have}. 


gotten a bad man, no matter who 
was the final choice. I know both 
of these men—know them as well as 
you know a college chum or the 
man next to whom you work or the 
guy who drops in to sit on the 
cracker barrel in your store, which 
is a figure of speech because we no 
longer have cracker barrels. But 
the simile is still the same. 

I don’t call Mr. Roosevelt “Frank- 
lin” any more because, somehow, 
you can’t do that to the President 
of the United States. But I think 
he wishes people would, and I am 
very sure that Willkie doesn’t like 
to be called anything but Wendell. 
The point is that both of these men 
are plain Americans. It has never 
seemed to me that either of them 
went very far astray—except as to 
his advisers. Maybe that was be- 
cause I wasn’t one of them. 


Once Dear as a Chum. 


But I am glad to recall that be- 
fore our rift in opinion, Mr. Roose- 
velt was almost as dear to me as 
a chum, confidant and companion 
as any man I have known. So is 
Mr. Willkie, and while I believe the 
election would far better, for the 
country, have gone the other way, 
and while I am dissatisfied with 
the result, early on the night of 
the election I sent the President 
this telegram: “Dear Boss: I have 
fought you, but the American peo- 
ple thought otherwise. We must 
all now get together. I am still a 
soldier and you are my Commander- 
in-Chief.” 

There is nothing more important 
to us than that idea. Jim Farley, 
who was himself torn at heart and 
dissatisfied, expressed it better 
thar. I could. Mr. Roosevelt must 
now be President of all the people 
—every faction in the United States 
—and all the people must support 
the President. 

Let’s close up the wounds and 
fissures of this campaign. It won't 
be so much fun to write a critica] 
column and while I shall stil] crit- 
icise what I think is wrong, I am 
for the overwhelming choice of our 
people as President and—however 
much it may have been questioned 
—for Stephen Decatur’s toast: “Our 
country! In her intercourse with 
foreign nations, may she always be 
in the right; but our country, right 
or wrong!”

Because it is free 
from harsh alkalis and destruc- 
tive grit, it does not scar or dull 
bathtubs, sinks, refrigerators and 
other household equipment. 


PLANNED DIET BEST 
~ FOR ENTIRE FAMILY 


Energy and Building Materials 
as Well as Vitamins and 
Minerals Important. 


“Preparedness” is now the watch- 
word in the American scheme of 
life. While the Government tackles 
the general problem of national de- 
fense, each individual must do his 
part to see that the men and wom- 
en, boys and girls of this country 
are strong and healthy. 

As the wheels of industry speed 
up, good health for the workingman 
and his family becomes more impor- 
tant than ever before. And good 
health rests on a foundation of good 
nutrition, which in turn depends on 
well-planned diets, 

The trained dietitian can plan 
meals in terms of energy, protein, 
minerals and vitamins. But the av- 
erage homemaker plans meals in 
terms of meat, vegetables, bread, 
milk, and other common groups of 
food. She wants help in planning 
well-balanced meals that will fit the 
family pocketbook. She wants a 
plan that will help her to select 
foods that are attractive in appear- 
ance and pleasing in taste. 

Diet pians should be flexible. They 
should be adjusted to suit any fam- 
ily, whether there are 10 children or 
none. They should take into con- 
sideration the needs of growing 
children of different ages, as well 
as adults. And they should also 
make special provision for persons 
who are very active, either at work 
or play. 

Milk has a prominent place in 
diet because of its outstanding food 
value, calcium, vitamins A and G, 
and protein. The daily quota of a 
quart for children and a pint for 
adults may be in the form of bot- 
tled milk, evaporated milk, dry 
milk, or cheese. When the amount 
of money to be spent for food is 
limited, the family may well con- 
sider which form of milk is cheap- 
est. 

Eggs are important in all diet 
plans, because they are an excellent 
source of protein and also furnish 
some of the important vitamins and 
minerals. 

There should be a generous al- 
lowance for vegetables in each diet, 
especially tomatoes, yellow vege- 
tables, and the green leafy ones. 
These, like dairy products and 
eggs, provide some of the necessary 
vitamins and minerals. 

Fruits, both fresh and dried, are 
another important item in all diets. 
In order to get enough vitamin C, 
there is special emphasis on the 
citrus fruits and also on tomatoes, 
although tomatoes are commonly 
listed as a vegetable. 

The body must have plenty of 
protein for building and repairing 
tissues. So, in addition to milk 
and eggs, the diet should include 
meat, fish, poultry, and also some 
dried legumes and nuts. Of course, 
all of these protein foods also sup- 
ply some of the minerals and vita- 
mins that the body needs. 

When the need for protein, vita- 
mins and minerals is taken care 
of, the rest of the money is used 
for foods that will round out the 
calories and furnish the energy 
neded fdr work. Cereals and other 
grain products are a good source of 
calories; and if they are the whole- 
grain cereals, they furnish some of 
the vitamins and minerals as well. 
Other high calorie foods are sweets, 
including desserts; also fats and 
foods rich in fat. 


APPLES AND APPLE DISHES 
FIND NUMEROUS USES 


During the fall and winter when 
apples are at their best, homemak- 
ers are interested in preparing a 
variety of apple dishes. As a start 
to the main course, apple juice or 
a fruit cup which contains fine- 
chopped raw apple are suggested. 

For serving with other courses, 
a number of apple dishes are yet 
untried by many homemakers, such 
as tart apple chutney, spicy apple 
butter and combinations with vege- 
tables such as scalloped apples and 
sweet potatoes or cabbage, or fried 
apples and onions. 

Then come the meat garnishes: 
glazed apple rings with pork or 
ham, mint-flavored apple jelly with 
lamb, or apple stuffing with duck 
or goose. And almost substantial 
enough for a main dish of a lunch 
are apple pancakes or apples fried 
with bacon, ham or sausage. 

Among the hot breads, apple 

muffins offer a welcome change. 
The crisp texture of raw apples 
makes them a particularly good 
jaddition to fruit salad. Bright red 
cinnamon apples combined with 
nut-coated cream cheese balls make 
a delicious salad, Waldorf salad, 
imade with celery, nuts and apple, 
is an old favorite; other good “mix- 
ers” for chopped raw apple are cab- 
bage, pineapple, raisins, dates and 
carrots. 
For dessert, most persons would 
probably hold that a good apple pie 
can't be beaten, but a great variety 
of apple desserts are almost as 
popular in many households. 

Here are a few: apple dumplings, 
apple fritters, Brown Betty pud- 
ding, apple tapioca, apple ginger- 
bread, apple upside-down cake, ap- 
plesauce cake, apple sherbet and 
cider ice.

To Senate in Booklet, After 28 Years 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP).— 
Thousands of candidates for polit- 
ical offices may be disillusioned 
men, but the people can point 


with pride to one—Senator Henry 
Fountain Ashurst—who is spending 
his own money to commemorate 
his defeat. 

The eloquent Arizonan, defeated 
in September for renomination by 
the Democratic party to the Senate 
in which he sat for 28 years, is 
distributing a handsome booklet in 
which he tells all about his fall. 
It is entitled: “Farewell to the 
Senate.” 

Always one of the most gracious 
men on Capitol Hill, Ashurst goes 
in for no sentimentality, bitterness 
or flippancy in his commemoration 
of defeat — just the well-chosen 
words and observations of a good 
loser. 

As solace for the defeated candi- 


dates and those who backed losers, 
it is a comforting document. For 
the winners, it should make them 
a little meek in triumph. 

“A great many people unwisely 
imagine,” Ashurst comments philo- 
sophically, “that the beauty and 
serenity of life inhere in office. 

“No, royalty and honor do not 
necessarily inhere in cabinets, con- 
gresses and courts; royalty and 
honor inhere in the citizen.”

MONEY THAN IN ’32 


Hasn’t Laid Up Big Income, 
She Asserts, Citing Charities 
and Loans. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP).— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, lec- 
turer, broadcaster, author and col- 
umnist, cheerfully told her press 
conference today that while she 
had “made a great amount of 
money,” she now had less principal 
than eight years ago. 

The President’s wife was asked 
whether, now that the election was 
over, she would discuss her income 
and outgo. She replied: 

“There seems to be an impression 
in the minds of certain people that 
I have made a great amount of 
money and laid it up. I have made 
a great amount of money, but I 
have not one cent of principal nor 
have I put one cent in investment 
since 1932.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt then added with 
a laugh that, in fact, she had less 
principal than in 1932. 

Much of the money that she had 
earned, she said, has gone into 
charities—some of it into wages 
and into loans to help people start 
small enterprises, Asked whether 
she charged interest, she laugh- 
ingly said no. 

She said her charity -donations

DIAGNOSIS: Within the next 

few weeks I'll receive hundreds of 

indignant letters from incensed 

women, like Sandra, who feel that 

I have belittled their sex.

I think that most women read- 

ers will agree with me, however, for they are usually frank 

enough to admit their own emotional foibles. At birth both 

boys and girls start out as little people in a world of giants. In 

the preschool age, we are actually dwarfs or tiny folk, sur- 

rounded by fathers, mothers and other adults who are twice 

our height and maybe five times as heavy. To appreciate the 

ehild’s outlook, just imagine now that you adults were sur- 

rounded by people who were 11 to 12 feet tall and averaged 
600 to 800 pounds in weight.

THAT IS exactly how your children see their human en- 
vironment. Suppose, too, that we sat on chairs twice as tall, 
and could barely climb into our beds because they were nearly 
four feet from the floor, 12 feet long and 8 feet wide. In 
this world of’ giants and omniscience, our youngsters yearn 
above all else to reach the adult status of giants, where they 
don’t have to rush home before dark, get to bed by 7 or 8 
o'clock, take afternoon naps, and be bossed around all the time. 
When they are injured, they cry for superior giant aid from 
‘™mamma or papa. This is true of both boys and girls. They 
quarrel and show great jealousy of their playmates, or even 
their brothers and sisters. Physical weakness is productive of 
‘fear, jealousy, crying and such reactions. Children also im- 
pose on their parents and get away with it. If they break a 
mew toy but sob loudly enough, they get another. In short, 
they learn that they can rashly gamble but still not lose, for 
_& benevolent parent will make up their losses. They expect 
to eat their cake and have it, too, because magical giants and 
giantesses can modify the rigid rule of cause and effect. 
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THIS IS THE emotional state of the child, against which 
“we must equate the adult reactions of women and men. Which 
-of the latter grows farther from this emotional outlook? UIti- 
Mately boys become men, where they are equal in physical 
“height and strength to the giants around them. But girls never 
gain this physical advantage, for they never feel equal in 
‘atrength and power to the male sex. Thus, they level off at 
.an emotional plane which is part way between that of the 
“shild and that of the fully developed male. This fact explains 
-the apparent unpredictability of women, who are mentally the 
“squals of men, but emotionally are more child-like and more

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Tendency of 


Children to 
Shift Blame 


By Angelo Patri 


IRSTHAND information is al- 
F always more accurate than any 

other sort, especially where 
children are concerned. They have 
a tendency to make things sound 
well for themselves, to shift blame 
and avoid unpleasantness in every 
way possible. We, knowing that, 
should be careful to get the facts 
about any unusual situation in 
which they are involved. 

Few children go through school 
without experiencing some sort of 
difficulty. When one brings home 
a story of injustice, harshness and 
the like, don’t let it pass with a 
sympathetic word. Look into the 
matter personally. Go to school 
and talk to the teacher and get 
the facts. If there is something 
that needs straightening out it can 
be done immediately and further 
evil consequences prevented. In 
any case, a better understanding 
will be established. 

Report cards often create such 
situations. A child gets a poor 
mark and in defense of his pride 
or his own comfort puts the blame 
or. the teacher or another pupil— 
anywhere save where it belongs, 
on himself. 

“She didn’t call on me. She gives 
me all the hard questions. Tommy 
is always fooling with me in class 
and she catches me and not him.” 
You know the familiar pattern. 


Sometimes he creates a new 


pattern. He forgets a report card. 
He loses it. He says the teacher 
hasn't given them out, yet you 
know that other children have their 
cards. If you are wise you say 
no more, but you go to school and 
investigate firsthand. 


oe: 


DON’T ACCEPT any tales about 
your child from another. Some chil- 
dren can fabricate astonishingly. 
What was a simple incident in class 
becomes a major event by their 
telling. If you cannot see the truth 
in the latter clearly and the tale 
bothers you, go to school. Don’t 
ask questions until you get there 
when you can be assured of getting 
the correct answers. 


This holds true of stories your 
own children tell you. They know 
to a phrase what pleases you, and 
if they are encouraged by your 
attitude they are likely to tell you 
the story as they think you would 
like it. Some children go the length 
of inventing situations in which 
they shine for the pleasure of their 
parents. They are too inexperi- 
enced to understand that the judg- 
ment day is sure to arrive and swift 
retribution come upon them. 


Investigate every story that is 
too good, too bad, unusual in any 
way. Don’t take the attitude that 
your child is truthful beyond ques- 
tion. Don’t be suspicious of his 
every word, either. 
open mind toward his tales and al- 
low him, by experiences with you, 
to learn that anything out of the 
ordinary, either way, will be investi- 
gated at firsthand. 


There will be an occasional sur- 
prise in store for you. When it 
comes don’t be shocked. Take it 
as the normal expression of a child 
who wants to be right even when 
he is wrong. Try to help him adjust 
the cause of his difficulty and stand 
by until he shows evidence of ac- 
cepting facts for what they are 
worth. But don’t take anybody's 
word for what vitally concerns 
your child. Know at firsthand. 


Many children behave badly be- 
cause they are not properly fed. 
Be sure that your own little boy 
or girl forms correct eating 
habits.

Why Meat Is. 
An Important 
Part of Diet 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


E were all startled a few 

W years ago when the famous 

explorer Vilhjalmur Stefans- 
son, told the scientific world that 
he had lived in the Arctic for nine 
years on an exclusively meat diet 
and that at the end of that time his 
health was unimpaired, his blood 
pressure not raised, and that there 
was no evidence of injury to his 
kidneys. Certain New York pro- 
fessors of medicine refused to cred- 
it this, said it was due to the 
climatic conditions under which the 
experiment was carried out, so Mr. 
Stefansson agreed to put himself 
in their hands and stay in New 
York on an exclusively meat diet, 
which he did for two years, and the 
professors were honest enough to 
report that his original contentions 
were perfectly true. 

These and other experiments 
have made all doctors feel that 
meat is not the base villain it was 
proclaimed to be, and that it could 
not only be admitted to the diet 
safely but even contributed some 
benefits. 

Meat has been found to be of 
importance in the diet of young 
and old because of its rich store 
of adequate proteins. While pro- 
teins are contained in many foods, 
not all proteins are alike, nor do 
they have the same nutritional val- 
ue. 

Proteins build and repair body 
tissue. Adequate proteins are re- 
quired for the maintenance of mus 
cular tissue in adults. Children, 
because of the added need of pro- 


teins for growth, require more in | 


proportion to body 
grown-ups. 


weight than 


er 

PROTEINS ARE complex sub- 
stances, made up of a number of 
individual units technically known 
as amino acids, the “building 
blocks” of the body. About 30 
such amino acids have been iden- 
tified. The work of nutritional 
chemists has shown that 10 of these 
30 cannot be made in the body, or 
at least not in as great quantities 
as the body requires. These 10 can 
be obtained only by eating the por- 
tein foods in which they are pres- 
ent. Without enough of these 10 
essential amino acids, growth is 
retarded and a state of poor nu- 
trition will develop. The proteins 
which supply them are known as 
adequate proteins. 

The proteins of meat supply lib- 
eral amounts of all amino acids 
needed. Thus they are completely 
adequate proteins. Meat is easily 
digested, and its amino acids are 
promptly used by the body for 
growth, for the repair of the 
everyday wear and tear of tissue, 
and for the formation of import- 
ant gland secretions. 

These quite incontrovertible facts 
are the basis for the statement I 
made that meat even has some 
advantages in the diet. Vegetari- 
ans it is true get these adequate 
proteins from milk and eggs (if 
they are not total vegetarians) or 
from peas, beans and nuts, but not 
as economically from the stand- 
point of body nutrition or as cer- 
tainly as from meat.

OUR’E sick of all this terrible 

war news-——this tiresome talk 

about taxes and unemployment.

Yet if 
you refuse to talk, people think 
you’re dumb. 


You’re sick, too, of all these 
changes—these new ideas, all this 
criticism and challenge. Life cer- 
tainly has become one big headache. 
How you wish you could get away 
from it all. Go off to some peace- 
ful place—a desert island, maybe 
—where you'd never be bored- or 
bothered again, where you could 
live as you please without someone 
or something everlastingly pester- 
ing you. 

Is that how you feel these days? 
Probably. A lot of us do. But 
actually “this tiresome talk,” these 
“changes and challenges” which 
you so resent are actual lifesavers 
for which you should be eternally 
grateful.

And the same rule goes for every 
human being, 

If we want to possess life or en- 
joy life we must keep it in circula- 


tion. Which sounds a lot easier 


than it is! i there's a strange 


rebellion in all of us against speed 
or pressure, conflict or competition. 
Science says that we all, uncon- 
sciously, want to die. Which is 
merely a more spectacular way of 
saying that we are afraid to live 

. . that we dread life’s rough im- 
pact on our laziness, cowardice and 
conceit, and try in every way to 
avoid it. 


You’ve seen that happening. Peo- 
ple retreating from life ... seek- 
ing escapes in hobbies or invalidism 
or pressure-proof programs. And 
you’ve also seen the dreary results. 
Minds that haven’t known a new 
idea for years. Queer, warped 
creatures who can’t stand criticism, 
who develop “persecution com- 
plexes” if questioned. Petty ty- 
rants and cannibalistic neurotics 
who get a synthetic satisfaction out 
of dominating other lives. 

Don’t try to get away from it all! 
Pray for ... fight for ...a wider 
and more difficult existence rather 
than a narrow, easy one. 

You wouldn’t deliberately smoth- 
er yourself to death with feathers, 
would you? Then don’t do it with 
an easy, insulated life. Seek change 
and challenge, force yourself to 
face it. If you haven’t got trouble, 
look for it!
